IN FORCING 
ENEMY 


Capt. William Smith, commander 


of Co. G, and at present acting ma- 
jor of the First battalion, 127th In- 
fantry, in France, won praise for 
is part in the great offensive which 
'a nv.v being waged on the Aisne- 
Vesle front. 
Paul Ayres Rockwell, correspond- 


ent for a Chicago newspaper, in de- 
scribing the part of Americans in 
the great offensive, mentions Capt. 
Smith in connection with the taking 
of Hill 230, which is one of the de- 
sirable positions in the Aisne-Vesle 
area. 
"At Cierges the Germans had 


made themselves at home," says the 
correspondent 
in describing 'the 


American attack. "Beyond thia lit- 
tle village is the Reddy farm, where 
Prince Eitel Friederich, the son of 
the kaiser, is commanding the first 
grenadier division, had hi» headquar- 
ters. 
In front of Reddy farm is 


Hill 230, the highest spot in France 
between the Marne and the Aisne 
and which had caused the Americans 
such a hard .fight t few hours Jaef ore. 
"It was during the. capture.of the 


Hill.230'that Lieut.'Walter Miller of 
Marahfield, Wis., single handed dis- 
posed.'ot eight Germans, one of 
whom was wearing the Iron Cross, 
which the lieutenant is sending home 
as evidence of his activity in the 


Lieut. Czaskos of Milwaukee led 


a company which fought without 
stopping through the night until re- 
lief came the middle of the next day, 
when the messenger brought an or- 
der to Capt. Sheridan to hold the 
hill at any cost. 
He sent back the 


reply: 
"We will stick until hell 


freezes' over,' which they did al- 
though the company then consisted 
of only fifty men. 


• "While a part of the attacking 
force was 
coihposed 
largely 
of 


troops of German and Polish ances- 
try which attacked the face of the 
hills, others .under Captain William 
Smith, a former postoffice clerk at 
Madison, Wis., swung through the 
little woods on the site of the hill, 
broke up the force off Germans sup- 
porting the machine guns and com- 
pleted the capture of the hill. With 
the highest point of land in our pos- 
session the cetner of what the Ger- 
i.: ns considered their line of de- 
fense was broken." 


Mrs. Smith has received letters 


from Capt. Smith telling that he has 
been in the heavy fighting since the 
big drive began. 


He was appointed acting major on 


June 27, and is in command of a 
battalion, in the same regiment to 
which company G is attached. 
He 


is in command of the first battalion 
and company. G is in the second. 
Capt. George O'Connell is in com- 
mand of a company in the second 
battalion.

poses, grocers are no longer allowed 
to 'issue certificates to customers. 
Purchasers must apply to their lo-. 
cal county food administrator or .his 
deputy'for canning certificates, 'and 
in cases where it is absolutely nec- 
essary he will allow;them to buy 10 
pounds for canning. 
Upon receipt 


of theseT the grocer's wilf then sell 
their customers" the ten pounds.' The 
grocers must mail these certificates 
to the county: food'administrator on 
Monday'of • each week, and he in 
turn will send'a. list of merchants 
together with the amount' of. sugar 
they have' sold'-for canning purposes 
to'tho sugar division of the state 
food administration 'at 
the state 


capitol. The'sugar division will mail 
sugar certificates.to the grocers to 
cover-such sales. 


Any sugar certificates which the 


'grocers have left from the July al- 
lotment and have not used 'by Au- 
gust 5th, should be sent to the sugar 
division of the food administration 
for cancellation, 
^ Some carelessness in the keeping 
of sugar books has caused several 
firms trouble. 
It should be ar- 


ranged alphabetically with only one 
customer's name to each page. At 
the top of the page should appear 
the customer's name, address and 
the number of members in her fam- 
ily. When a sale of sugar is made 
to her 
the date of sale and the 


amount should be recorded under 
the name. All sugar sales to this 
customer must appear on her par- 
ticular page, and the grocer must 
be sure that she has not exceeded 
her sugar allowance of two pounds a 
month for 
each member of 
her 


house. For instance, if there are 
five in bar family, she may buy 10 
pounds a month, purchasing two 
pounds at a time if she lives in a 
town and five.pounds at once if she 
lives in the country. 3ut she may 
not have more than 10 pounds a 
month, allowing 
two pounds 
for 


each of the five persons in 
her 


household.

George Harris of Buffalo and 
Gu» Lofberg, a Swedish sailor, 
were rescued by the Youngi- 
town life saving crew thi» morn- 
ing.

The »cow broke away from a 


tug late yesterday while being 
used in dredging operations on 
a new power channel and with 
the two men on board the scow 
wag carried into the upper rap- 
ida and directly toward the 
crest of the Horse Shoe falls. 


A shelving rock off the head 


of Goat island caught the nn- 
wieldy craft and heldJt, saving 
the men from quick death. The 
life savers succeeded in getting 
a line to the boat'last night, but 
the length of the rope was so 
great and the scow so low in the 
water that the life line nagged 
into the swift current and it 
was impossible to operate a 
breeches buoy. 


The life Bayers abandoned 


their work at midnight. Search- 
lights were kept on the wreck 
and an electrical sign was rig- 
ged

"Rest," so that the men on the 
scow would know that they had 
not been abandoned. 


This morning a second line 


was shot across the wreck from 
the roof of the power house 
where the shore end of the cable 
was anchored and with it the 
breeches buoy was hauled out 
by the two men.

David Lawrence, Washington correspondent of the New 


York Post, is generally credited with being the favorite news- 
paper writer calling at the White House. Lawrence's articles 
are generally looked upon as reflecting the views of the presi- 
dent. 


In the issue of Aug. 1 Mr. Lawrence has a significant article 


on compulsory service. The article, apparently a studied one, 
seems designed to prepare the country for future announce- 
ment. We are told by Mr. Lawrence that the^plan will bring 
"the discovery of a way to develop the ideas which he (Presi- 
dent Wilson) has always had about the training of the youth of 
the country."
